RELIEF FOR OWNERS. 


Chairman Davenport Promises En- 
deavor to Decrease Tax. 


At @ conférence with the Executive 
Commifttes of the Real Estate Associa- 
tion of thé State of New York, held in 
Aibany last wéek, Senator Davenport, 
Chairman of the Joint Legislative Com- 
mittee 6n Taxation, declared that the 
ftmembers of his committee had constant- 
ly in mind the fact that real estate was 
bearing the burden of taxation afd that 
they wére seeking ways and means 
which would result in relief to real 
estate owners.

Accordirig to reports obtained by the 
¥. W. Dodgé Company, the local build- 
ing situation ig steadily improving, and 
the coming months will probably wit- 
néss & réturn of structufal activity 
whieh, if net ¢qual in volume to the 
high average of pre-war years, will, at 
any event, be a vast change from the 
conditions that havé obtained in the 
industry for the last two years. 

Of the contracts placed during the 
third week of February about 71 per 
cent. were for privaté construction, with 
approximately 24 per cerit. "for State 
and miiricipal work and the remaining 
5 per cent.

state Board of New. York, which thinks 
‘that. no greater rigidity in the Sunday’ 
laws is necessary, and it is of consid- 
erablé importance to people generally 
that they can at least in one kind of 
shop within the city purchase food -for 
their evening meal where they have neg- 
lected otherwise to provide it. 

The Real Estate Board is also opposed 
té the Knight-Bewley bill, which would 
amend the labor law. It relates to the 
employment of women and children in 
mercantile establishments. It proposes 
to add. the definition of “owner” con- 
tained in Section 94. Out of this defint- 
tion, which the Real Estate Board is 
trying in another bill to rectify, have 
grown some of the most serious troubles 
comihg out of the labor law, and it has 
placed upon agents wholly unable to 
carry out the requirements of the law 
responsibility and penalties::which be- 
long to owners. 

It also disapproves of a measure which 
would require inspection at least once a 
year of boilers in all buildings, not only 
factories, as now required, but would 


compel local authorities to enforce the 


boiler: code adopted. by the Industrial 
Commission. Under existing provisions 
betler inspection is satisfactorily . per- 
formed by the Police Department, the 
board declares. 

The board opposed the measure to 
amend the labor law definition “ mer- 
cantile éstablishment” to include gfy 


‘place where ofie or more persons are 


employed, where goods, wafes, or mer- 
chandise aré offered for sale. 

The board favors the measure provid-

OUTDOOR ADVERTISING. 


New Bill Wauld Tax Sign Boards 
and Electric Signs. 


A bill has been introduced in the State 
Senate, entitled: ‘‘ An act to amend the 
tax law, relative to the assessment and 
éollection of taxes 6n out-of-door adver- 
tising.’’ 

The proposed annual tax is as follows: 
In New York City, in Boroughs with a 
population of 700,000 ot more, 60 cents & 
square foot for the first nine square 
feet; 90 cents a square foot for the sec- 
ond nine square feet, and $1.20 a square 
foot for all in excess of such eighteen 
square feet. 

In other boroughs of New York City, 
and in other first-class cities, it is five- 
sixths of this rate, and in second and 
third class cities two-thirds thereof, and 
in towns and villages outside cities a 


ttle less than half. 


Advertisements in or upon stations or 
structures of a subway, elevated, or 
other rapid transit road, street railroad, 
or railroad, vary slightly from the fore- 
going rates. 

The tax is for the calendar Year be- 
ginning Jaf. 1, and goés to the ‘‘ général 
fund ” of the ‘city, town, or Village. 

The act does not apply to signs or de- 
Vices advertising goods manufactured, 
business conducted, or performances 
given upon the premises, nor to “ For 
Rent’ or “For Sale’’ notices or legal 
notices on real property, nor to high- 
way guiding and protective signs.

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TAX BILL: MEANS CONFUSION. 


Chairman of Mayor’s Committee Ob- 
jects to Proposed Measure. 


Nathan Hirsch; Chairman of the 
Mayor's Committee of Taxation, which 
has been. investigating: tax-sale sharks 
and bogus land operators, made the fol- 
lowing statement yesterday: 

“There is now pending in the State 
Legislature an amendiment to the Suffolk 
County law regtilating the collection of 
school taxes. In the minds of the com- 
mittee this is an iniquitious measure, 
Which should not. be passed. The com- 
mittee does not concern itself with hortie 
rule in Suffolk Coufty, but in this case 
it feels that it has a fright to object to 
the. passdge of this bill for the reason 
that it affects thousands of residents of 
Greater New York. 

‘The proposed measure referred to 
takes the collettion of school taxes out 
of the hands of town collectors and’ puts 
it inthe ‘hands Of 130° school col- 
lectors appointed for this purpose. This 
means that instead of revéiving one bill 
from the town collector covering the 
town and school taxes, thé property 
Owner will be forced to write for. two 
bills to two persons, ofe of whom resides 
in one place’ and the other in another 
place. 2 

™” Confusion will resiilt from this ar- 
rangement, Which is decidedly retro- 
grade, and is not in the spirit of the 
times. The experience of the committee 
has béen that a large pér cent. of tax ar- 
rears is due to the fact that.when people 
get a tax bill, whether for school or town 
tates, they céri¢lude that this {a all théy 
owe thé county, and that when ft is paid 
their obligation to the county ends. 
Therefore the péoplé who pay their 
school taxes and fail to write for and 
pay their town taxes are later sold out 
at tax sales. 

“A year ago the Suffolk County Tax 
Payers’ Association, through its secre- 
tary, Marvin Shiebler, succeeded in hav- 
ing passed & bill which placed the col- 
lection of thé town and school taxes in 
the harids of thé town collectors. It is 
this méastife which certain interests, for 
réasons which are obviéus, wish to have 
changed back to thé old and , confusing 
method.”’

Bille Introduced In Legislature Call 
for Creation of Commission. 


A bill has been introduced in the As- 
seinbly by BH. A. Smith and by Mr. Biack 
in thé Senate to create a Soldier Settle- 
mént Commission, consisting. of three 
members, one to be appointed by the 
Governor and designated the Soldier 
Settlement Commissioner, who shall be 
Chairman of the Comfmission and re- 
ceive a salary of $6,000 per annum, and 
the two others to be the Conimissioner 
of Agriculture and the State Mngiieer 
as 6x officio members. ‘ 

This commission is created for the pur- 
pose of providing useful: employment 
and. rural homies soldiers, sailors, 
marines, and who have served 
‘with the afmed forces of. the United 
States in. the uropean war or other 

wars ofthe United States, including 
fowme Américan citizens who served in 
allied ariifés against the Cefitral Pow- 
éfs and have bean repatriated, and who 
havé been honorably discharged ; and to 
accomplish such purpose by co-opération 
with the agéticies of the United States 
engaged in Work of a similar character. 

The commission is empowefed, among 
other things, to undertake projects for 
the reclamation of land in this State, to 
aéquire and sell land, to ¢ontract with 
the Federal Gpevernment, and other 
States, And with municipal, quasi-mu- 
nisipal, and public corporations and pri- 
Vate corporations and individuais; and 
undertake any work of farm improve- 
ment, subdivision of the land, supervi- 
sion of settlement, the Selection.of sét- 
tlers, the agricultural training of pros- 
pective settlérs, thé supervision of short- 
term loans, thé rejection of applicants 
for allotments, the collection of moneys, 
and the operation and maintenante of 
thé projects undertaken. 

The measure provides also fér éreat- 
ing a Soldier Séttlement Fund and ap- 
propriates $250,000. The proceeds of all 
Operations under the act are té be édv- 
ered into such fund.

No Skyscrapers In England. 

In @ little handbook prepared. by, Ian 
Hay for the use of members of. thé 
American Expeditionary Force who 
might visit London occurs. the following 
comment on. skyscrapers: ‘ 

‘‘There are no skyscrapers in Eng- 
land. It is true that we have a few 
cities with streets containing twelve- 
story houses, but we disguise this fact 
as much as possible by running other 
streets across them at a higher level. 
You will séé what I mean if you walk 
glong Holborn Viaduct. in London or 
South Bridge in Edinburgh. The fact 
is, London is no place for skyscrapers. 
It was New York which set the fashion. 
That was because Manhattan Island, 
with the Hudson on one side and the 
Bast River on the ether, is physically 
incapable of expansion, and so New 
York, being unable to spread out, shot 
upward. Moreover, New York is built 
on solid rock—you ask the subway con- 
tractors about that !—while the original 
London was built on a marsh, and the 
marsh is still there. So it will not sup- 
port big structures like your sky- 


scrapers.”’

Active Buying for Speculation and. vestry in All Septions oft the City —Q 
Best in Many 





Manhattan real estate, or is it 

the: present.. market,» which is 

the “most active experienced in 
years, simply a temporary after-the- 
war flutter of speculation? 

This is’ 4 question that 1s being asked 
again and again by realty men, and 
has been the subject of numerous dis- 
cussions. Brokers. and. operators are 
tusy making many turnovers, especially 
in upper west side and Bronx apart- 
ments,- but .unfortunately this does not 
help the tenant in the Jeast,. and rentais 
are constantly being increased. This is 
due, however, in a great measure to the 
law of supply and demand. There is 
little or no construction work of any 
kind in progress, and demand is so far 
ahead of supply that even, providing 
building is started within the next few 
months it will take several years before 
conditions become normal. 

From a_ speculative and investment 
standpoint, however, brokers in general 
are highly optimistic over present con- 
ditions, and’ the consensus of opinion Is 
that the boom has arrived and that 
market conditions will continue to im- 
rrove from’ now on. 

A strong: feature of the current trad- 
ing is the demand for high-class pri- 
vate dwellings shown in the numerous 
sales of the past couple of weeks: ‘The 
scarcity of apartment accommodations 
and the dubfous outlook for new build- 
ings of this class is largely responsi- 
ble for a good part of this activity. 
Many private'dwellings have also been 
sold for «conversion into small suites 
of apartments, and an increasing quan- 
tity ofthis kirid of business is looked 
for by brokers and operators. 


The Park Avenue Section. 


Discussing market conditions and the 
demand for private dwellings, Douglas 
L, Elliman of Douglas L. Elliman & 
Co. said yesterday: 

‘<“?here has suddenly developed an 
old-time ‘boom ‘in ‘private naga he the 
fashionable east side section, This pres- 
ent activity has not been ‘equaled dur- 
ing the last*ten years and is reminis- 
cent of the active buying market of 
teen years’'‘ago, when.the section dora 
of Fifty-ninth Street and east of Cen- 
tral Park underwent. a great enhance- 
ment in value. 

“For the last ten years the apart- 
mefit growth along Park Avenue ang 
the adjacent side streets has absorbed 
the increasing population:,of this sec- 
tién, but now that the building of these 
splendid structures has been interrupted 
by war conditions, there is a shortage 
in this popular form of residence. 

“While apartments offer many ad- 
vantages, still there are numerou# log- 
ical. reasons for the ownership of a 
house, (both economical and sentimen- 
tal.) Many people do not feel that an 
apartment represénts the ideal in home 
life and prefer. their own front door, 
but apart-from any sentimental feelings 
there are strong practical reasons for 
buying 8 private house just gow. 

‘* Due to the increased cost in the op- 
eration of apartment houses, apartment 
rents have increased greatly in the last 
three years, but in spite of this the 
demand for apartments is steadily grow- 
ing. Houses, in the meantime, have 
suffered largely because of the refusal 
of owners-to. keep.them up to the stdn- 
dard established in the new apartment 
houses, and it became inereasingly dif- 
ficult to ‘sell or rent old-fashiorfed, high 
stoop, brownstone-front houses, many 
of which had no modern improvements. 

‘* Modern houses have always found a 
market at fair prices, and it has seldom 
been necessary to sacrifice one. This is 
an added argument in favor of purchas- 
ing old-fashioned houses and renovating 
them, as one is almost always certain 
of a fair price in a resale. 

‘“* Another argument in favor of the 
ownership of a house is the income tax. 
In the past we have heard of the dis- 
advantages of owning real estate be- 


cause of the mounting taxes, but today’ 


the exemption from taxes through the 
ownership of real estate is a strong ar- 
gument in its favor. 

‘* As Is probably well known, but over- 
looked, real estate taxes and the inter- 
est on real estate mortgages can be 
used’ as a: deduction, whereas income 
which must be produced -to pay rent is 
subject té the income tax. Using as an 
examppte~a house valued at $100,000 and 
an’ apartment ‘of prdportionate: rental, it 
has beén figured out that the man sub- 
ject to an average income tax saved 
nearly $5,000 a year through the owner- 
ship of a house against the rental of an 
apartment. | 

Fifty-four Houses Sold.
